D.A. Declares

slip” to police which amounted to 
a confession he killed her. 
Dist. Atty. J. Frank Coakley de­ 
scribed the 27-year-old Abbott as 
“The most foolhardy defendant I 
have ever seen.” 
In the second day of his closing 
argument Coakley said Abbott, in 
efforts to cover up for the un­ 
witnessed kidnap-slaying of the 
14-year-old

girl 
last 
April 28, made these two betray­ 
ing slips:

Muddy Muir Woods Park 


May Re-Open Saturday 


Muir Wood National Monument 
may possibly be open to visitors 
by Saturday. Park Supt, Donald 
J. Erskine said today the opening 
of the park will depend on the 
condition of State Highway 
1. 
which will be the only access for 
the time being. 
Heavy equipment started work 
this morning to clear 500 to 600 
tons of mud, debris and branches 
from the public parking lot, where 
the muck is three feet deep in 
some places. The parking area, 
about two city blocks in area, was 
inundated last weekend by one 
of three big slides in the vicinity.

The clearing job will take about 
three days, Erskine said. 
“The park will certainly not he 
open until Saturday. Whether It is 
open then will depend on road 
conditions.”

James Lebedeff, Red Oros* dis­ 
aster relief head for the Pacific 
area, said after his survey yester­ 
day that five Bolinas homes were 
destroyed by last weekend’s slides. 
12 sustained major damage and 
10 were damaged to a minor ex­ 
tent. 
However, he said, there is no 
assurance th at slide troubles in 
the Bolinas area are over. Bolinas, 
he said, lies squarely on the San 
Andreas fault, and probably past 
earthquake shocks contributed to 
loosening the soil there to a 'point 
where heavy rains carried it away. 
Any more rain may well cause ad­ 
ditional heavy slides, he said.

Meanwhile, Bolinas residente are 
going ahead today in their com­ 
munity-wide effort to dig out. A 
crew made up entirely of local 
residente was at work today in­ 
stalling a temporary water supply 
line to replace the old line which 
was wiped out by a slide. 
Drinking water Is not a prob­ 
lem, as supplies 'pumped into' the 
town's tank in the last several 
days by a fire truck are adequate. 
The water-chlorinator is working, 
eliminating necessity for boiling 
water before use. 
Panoramic highway to Bolinas 
is still closed to all but emergency 
traffic under escort, and use of 
the Olema route into Bolina» for 
any but essential traffic is being 
discouraged, according to the Cal­ 
ifornia Highway Patrol.

Cost of new 
accounting equipment and forms, 
to be purchased from the Charles 
R . Hadley Co. of San Francisco, is 
estimated at $1,850. 


Better collection procedure will 
result in considerably greater re­ 
turns to the county on money ad­ 
vanced in welfare cases, but can­ 
not be expected to result In col­ 
lection of even 50 per cent of these 
accounts, 
according 
to 
deLisle's 
report. “ Bu t to have it known gen­ 
erally that a person who receives 
aid w ill be required to pay the 
money back when he is finan­ 
cially able will be a big deterrent 
in promiscuous requests for aid,’’ 
the report continued.

ley and San Rafael, but never, so 
far as is known, for the county 
as a whole. 
Planning 
committee 
members 
said they would like to consider 
the idea before making an offi­ 
cial recommendation. 
Question of the recreation dis­ 
trict came up 
after 
subdividers 
began 
complaining 
about 
the 
county ordinance requiring dedi­ 
cation of a certain portion of tract 
lands for public use. 
The lands, 
they have argued, stand idle and 
become weed-filled n u i s a n c e s , 
marring 
the 
neighborhood 
and 
causing homeowners in the areas 
to complain. 
If a countywide recreation dis- | 
trict is formed, proponents say, i 
it could accept the deeded lands 
and make plans for their utiliza-1 
tion, 
Blayney was vigorous in his sup­ 
port of continuation of the “dedi­ 
cation” clause of the ordinance, 
saying the city of San Rafael is; 
considering incorporating a sim i-! 
lar one into its own laws. He went 
on to say, however, that he fav­ 
ored separate recreation programs 
by city and county. 
In arguing for land dedication, 
he pointed out that most of San 


Rafael’s parks were given to the 
city from large estates, and have 
been adequate yp to now.

Countywide Recreation 
District Idea Discussed 


False Jailing 
Suit Ruled 
Out By Judge 


Vogue Cleaners Inc. of Mill Val­ 
ley has been, cleared of a false 
arrest suit brought by Ruth Ann 
Day, 32, who charged last April 
that she had been falsely im­ 
prisoned for six hours. 
Superior Judge Jordan L. Mar- 
tinelll heard the case last Friday 
and granted a motion for non-suit 
to Vogue Cleaners, represented by 
San. Anselmo attorney Wallace S. 
Myers. 
Miss Day, who formerly lived in 
Sausalito and is now in Honolulu, 
was represented by San Francisco 
attorney Richard J. Carew. She 
charged that on March 23 of last 
year. Vogue Cleaners falsely im­ 
prisoned her “without probable 
cause, wilfully and maliciously to 
humiliate and disgrace" her. 
The false arrest suit stemmed 
from a complaint signed by Frank 
J. Levey of Vogue Cleaners, who 
charged, that Miss Day had passed 
a bad check for $20 on March 23. 
Restitution was made, and petty 
theft charges were dropped. The 
false arrest suit by Miss Day fol­ 
lowed. 


A study of recreation problems

ley and San Rafael, but never, so 
far .as is. known, for the county 
as a whole. 
Planning 
committee 
members 
said they would like to consider 
the idea before making an ’offi­ 
cial recommendation. 
Question of the recreation dis­ 
trict came up after 
subdivides 
began 
complaining 
about 
the 
county ordinance .requiring dedi­ 
cation of a certain portion of tract 
lands for public use. 
The lands, 
they have argued, stand idle and 
become weed-filled n u i a a n c e s , 
marring the neighborhood 
and 
causing homeowners in the areas 
to complain. 
If a countywide recreation dis­ 
trict is formed, proponents say, 
it could accept the deeded lands 
and. make plans for their utiliza­ 
tion. 
Blayney was vigorous in his sup­ 
port of continuation of the "dedi­ 
cation. 
clause of the ordinance, 
saying the city of San Rafael is 
considering incorporating a simi­ 
lar one into its own laws. He went 
on to say, however, that he fav­ 
ored separate recreation programs 
by city and county. 
In arguing for land dedication, 
he pointed out that most of San 


Rafael’s parks were given to the 
city from, large estates, and have 
been adequate yp to now. 
Such 
deeding is no longer done, he said, 
and the only other means of ac­ 
quiring parks lands, besides re­ 
quiring dedication, is to purchase 
it outright—a costly practice.. 
Porter, discussing the mechanics 
of setting up recreational authori­ 
ties, outlined several 
means 
by 
which the goal might be accom­ 
plished under law. 
He said San 
Rafael is interested in 
learning 
what type of recreational admin­ 
istration is most workable, explain­ 
ing that a temporary measure gov­ 
erns San Rafael’s program at pre­ 
sent, and a more permanent one 
is needed. 
The Conservation League’s sub­ 
committee on logging operations 
in Northern Marin County, es­ 
tablished In November after re­ 
ports were made that little-pub­ 
licized logging was going on near 
Inverness, reported

night’s meeting that its members, 
headed by Pat Heatherton, would

Can We Afford Transit? 
Attend Meeting Tonight 


O n Monday, the San Francisco Chronicle 
published an editorial which we believe de­ 
serves wider circulation in Marin County. 
For that reason, here it is: 


T h e engineers’ report to the Bay Area 
Transit 
Commission, 
recom m ending 
a 
$1,500,000,000 
nine-county 
transit 
system 


with a first stage to cost $716,^00,000, is gen­ 
erating enthusiasm and w inning general en­ 


dorsement the Bay around. 
B u t am id the hosannas for the high-speed 
trains, the transhay tubes, the prom ise of 
quicker and easier travel, there are doubting 
and skeptical voices chanting the cost fig­ 
ures and calling them excessive. It is alleged 
that the cost of rapid transit is beyond the 
area’s means; that it represents a large per­ 
centage of the area's total assessed value; 
that it is outside the realm of fiscal pos­ 


sibility. 
T h e alarm strikes us as premature, hav­ 
ing arisen before the Stanford Research In ­ 
stitute has com pleted its study of a financial 
plan for the program. W e suggest it is also 
tim idly unrealistic and betokens a grievous 
underestimate of the area's worth and fu tu re • 


expansion. 
As a matter of easily dem onstrable fact, 
the Bay Area is currently buying transpor­ 
tation — and slow, crowded, inconvenient 
and unsatisfactory transportation at that— 
at costs much higher than those involved in 


the proposed rapid transit program. 
T h is year, the nine Bay counties w ill pour 
another $60,000,000 into their network of 
freeways and highways. A San Rafael-Rich- 
m o n d bridge is a-building at a cost of at 
least 
$62,000,000. 
A 
second 
C arqum ez 
bridge, cost $46,000,000, and a Benicia-Mar-

tinez bridge, cost $34,000,000, are in the 


work s. 


O n top of which it is proposed to spend 
$327,000,000 for an A rm y street crossing 
which w ould raise and perpetuate tolls oh 
transbay motoring and contribute little to 
the relief of the traffic jams now strangulat­ 
ing San Francisco and the East Bay. 


Besides these considerable sums, com m uni­ 
ties are spending themselves silly in an 
attem pt to provide parking space for the 
cars that flood in from the jam m ed high­ 
ways. In its reliance upon the autom obile 
alone for transportation, the region is reach­ 


ing the point where, as has been said, a 
county like Marin will have to pave itself 
across its entire w idth in some areas to 


accommodate its m otor traffic. 


Alongside the cost of supporting such 
transportation, the cost of a rapid transit 
system loses all terror. T h e first stage, pro­ 
viding fast, convenient, com fortable service 


for six of the nine Bay counties, is no more 
than two-and-a-half times the cost of the 
ram bling Arm y street tub e-trestle-fill that a 
rapid transit system w ould render unneces­ 


sary for almost a generation. 


W e feel there is no cause for fright at the 
m ention of $716,000,000, or even $1 ¿00,000,- 
000, w hen it is spread over 30 years, among 
nine such counties, and a population esti­ 


m ated to reach 7,000,000. 


W e feel the same. Rut so that you can 
make up your mind with the facts in hand, 
don’t fail to attend the public explanation 
of the rapid transit proposal tonight at 8 
o’clock in San Rafael H igh School audi­ 
torium.

SACRAMENTO (U.R) — G o V. 
Goodwin J. Knight already is be­ 
ing bombarded with a number 
of requests to open up the March 
budget session of the Legislature 
to a number of controversial 
items. 
The variety of the requests in­ 
dicates once again that fast-grow­ 
ing California is getting to the 
point where one general session 
of the 
Legislature 
every 
two 
years is insufficient to provide 
for the orderly conduct of the 
state’s business. • 
The way it operates now, the 
Legislature 
meets 
every 
odd- 
numbered year in a full-dress 
120-day session in 
which 
any 
topic may be considered. 


BUT IN even-numbered years, 
the Legislature meets only for 
30 days and under the constitu­ 
tion may consider only the bud­ 
get and related fiscal matters. 
That's where 
the 
governor 
comes in. He has the power to 
issue special session proclama­ 
tions, which opens up a budget 
session to other issues. 
K night says he 
believes 
in 
sticking to the spirit of the con­ 
stitution and restricting the bud­ 
get sessions as much as he pos­ 
sibly can to consideration of fis­ 
cal matters. 
But it is obvious that the pres­ 
sure is too great on the chief 
executive with the result that 
budget sessions in recent years 
have contained 
several 
addi­ 
tional topics which must be set­ 
tled in one short month. 


IN 1954, THE FIRST budget 
session during Knight’s incum­ 
bency, 38 items were included in 
three special session 
calls 
is­ 
sued by the governor. One of 
them, 
reorganization 
of 
the 
liquor control setup, was of ma­ 
jor importance. 
K night’s calls in 1954 also in­ 
cluded increasing unemployment 
insurance benefits, a new bond 
issue to finance public school 
construction and proposals to in­ 
crease penalties 
for 
narcotics 
violations. 
Some of the items in the spe­ 
cial call sounded trivial, such as 
a call “to consider and act upon 
legislation relative to the con­ 
struction of awnings, cabanas, 
windbreaks and buildings as at­ 
tachments to, or within six feet 
of, trailer coaches.” 
But many were of major im­ 
portance and 
probably 
would 
have been more thoroughly con­ 
sidered had they been brought 


up in a 120-day session instead 
of a short 30-day meeting. 


ONE REQUEST already mad» 
to the governor for a special ses­ 
sion in March involves the Long 
Beach tidelands oil controversy. 
The U.S. Navy has asked the 
governor 
to 
include 
in 
the 
March 30-day session legislation 
to appropriate several millions 
of dollars to finance the fight 
against subsidence in the Long 
Beach area. 
While that specific proposal is 
innocent enough, if it were in­ 
cluded on the call it would open 
up the entire subject of Long 
Beach oil funds to legislative 
action. 
In the last general session, the 
bill by Assemblyman Bruce F. 
Allen (R-San Jose) for the state 
to take upwards of 200 million 
dollars now held by the city of 
Long Beach was the most con­ 
troversial single piece of legis­ 
lation in the entire 1955 session. 


t 


KNIGHT SAYS he is “disin­ 
clined” at the present time to 
accede to the Navy’s request be­ 
cause “I would be completely de­ 
fenseless to a charge of opening 
up the budget session to general 
legislation.” 
The governor noted, in discuss­ 
ing the problem of special ses­ 
sions with newsmen, that there 
seemed to be a tendency to use 
the 30-day budget session as a 
means of 
enacting 
legislation 
dumped at the previous general 
session. 
Knight indicated he thinks 
this is a bad trend and that as 
long as the constitution pro­ 
vides for a restricted session, he 
should attempt to hold down spe­ 
cial calls to emergency legisla­ 
tion only. 


BUT THE HEAT is 
on the 
governor. He is almost certain 
to get requests to put acquisition 
of beaches and parks 
on the 
March agenda. 
Legislation 
on 
the 
Feather 
River Project probably will be 
sought—although action on the 
FRP could be contained in the 
budget and thereby 
avoid 
a 
special call. 
Someone from the Los An­ 
geles area is a cinch to 
ask 
Knight to put smog control on 
a special session 
basis 
while 
other requests will pour in on the 
governor before March 5. 
The governor undoubtedy will 
have difficulty sticking to a poli­ 
cy of restricting the budget ses­ 
sions to non-controversial legis­ 
lation.

On the first day of this ses­ 
sion 6f Congress, Jan. 3, I in­ 
troduced HR. 7930 authorizing 
an additional $1,165,000 for com­ 
pletion of the initial stage of the 
Russian River Project, which is 
the Coyote Valley Dam. 
The bill received quick action. 
It was approved unanimously by 
the House Public Works Com­ 
mittee on Jan. 5 and ordered 
favorably reported. I have lined 
up the bill for House considera­ 
tion and it is my hope that by 
the time you read this the bill 
will have been approved by the 
Congress. 


The Army Engineers estimate 
th a t flood damage in the Rus­ 
sian River Basin 
would 
have 
been reduced by at least $2 mil­ 
lion had the dam 
been 
con­ 
structed. My bill provides addi­ 
tional federal funds to compen­ 
sate for adjusted costs of the 
project, and 
will 
remove the 
cloud impeding sale of local con­ 
tribution bonds. 


THE TRIP to the flood areas 
in late December, during which 
I accompanied Gov. Val Peter­ 
son, head of the Federal Civil 
Defense 
Administration; 
Brig. 
Gen. Charles G. Holle, Assistant 
Chief of Army Engineers; Brig. 
Gen. E. C. Itschner, 
Assistant 
Chief for Civil Works; and sev­ 
eral other high level government 
officials — produced immediate 
and constructive results. 


Facilities 
of 
the 
Engineers, 
Civil Defense, 
Small 
Business 
Administration, 
Housing 
and 
Home 
Finance 
Agency — and 
others—were put into high gear 
to cope with the task of cleaning 
up, repairing destruction, and 
rehabilitating the 
homeless. 
I 
have maintained 
a 
day 
and 
night liaison between the gov­ 
ernment agencies and local offi­ 
cials to expedite application of 
federal disaster assistance. 


Two i m p o r t a n t legislative 
moves have developed 
a plan 
for insurance and reinsurance 
against natural disasters such as 
floods, and expanding disaster 
lending authority of the Smell 
Busin«# Administration. I should 


like to discuss 
subjects briefly. 
each of these 


F L O O D INSURANCE — At 
least 13 bills have been intro« 
duced, all of which are similar 
to the one I 
authored, 
H R , 
8165, to provide a plan for flood 
insurance and reinsurance. 
Basically, private 
insurance 
companies would be utilized to 
the fullest extent p o s s i b l e 
throughout the United States, its 
Territories and Possessions, with 
the federal government acting as 
the 
reinsurance 
agency. 
Our 
goal Is to provide insurance pro­ 
tection against flood damage to 
privately o w n e d 
property — 
whether it be commercial, resi­ 
dential or industrial—at a rate 
which will not be prohibitive to 
the individual. 


The maximum coverage on 
any single 
piece 
of 
property 
would be $250,000 and no claim 
would be in excess of actual cash 
value of replacement. 


This plan is the result of re­ 
search and study by competent 
underwriters, and I anticipate 
early Congressional action be­ 
cause authors 
of 
the 
several 
bills are representative of prac­ 
tically every section of the coun­ 
try. 


SMALL BUSINESS LOANS — 
A constructive move has been 
taken to increase disaster loan 
authorization of the Small Busi­ 
ness Administration. Along with 
several others, I have introduced 
a bill for that purpose—not to 
increase the total loan authoriza­ 
tion of SBA but to make any or 
all of the $175,000,000 exisiting 
authorization available for loans 
in disaster areas. Most ol the 
disaster loan authorization has 
been obligated by the SBA as a 
result of floods in the northeast­ 
ern U.S. early last fall. Without 
the proposed change, only $445,- 
000 remains for loan relief in the 
43 California 
and 
9 
Oregon 
counties which have been de­ 
clared disaster areas, including 
all «even counties in the First 
District. 


I am pleased to report that 
the House Banking and Currency 
Committee has 
already 
taken 
favorable action on this 
sal.

EDITORIAL OPINION 
Can We Afford Transit? 
Attend Meeting Tonight 


On Monday, the San Francisco Chronicle 
published an editorial which we believe de­ 
serves wider circulation in Marin County. 
For that reason, here it is: 


The engineers’ report to the Bay Area 
Transit 
Commission, 
recommending 
a 
$1,500,000,000 nine-county 
transit system 
with a first stage to cost $716,500,000, is gen­ 
erating enthusiasm and winntng general en­ 
dorsement the Bay around. 
But amid the hosannas for the high-speed 
trains, the transbay tubes, the promise of 
quicker and easier travel, there are doubting 
and skeptical voices chanting the cost fig­ 
ures and calling them excessive. It is alleged 
that the cost of rapid transit is beyond the 
area’s means; that it represents a large per­ 
centage of the area’s total assessed value; 
that it is outside the realm of fiscal pos­ 
sibility. 
The alarm strikes us as premature, hav­ 
ing arisen before the Stanford Research In­ 
stitute has completed its study of a financial 
plan for the program. W e suggest it is also 
tim idly unrealistic and betokens a grievous 
underestimate of the area’s worth and future• 
expansion. 
As a matter of easily demonstrable fact, 
the Bay Area is currently buying transpor­ 
tation — and slow, crowded, inconvenient 
and unsatisfactory transportation at that— 
at costs much higher than those involved in 
the proposed rapid transit program. 
This year, the nine Bay counties w ill pour 
another $60,000,000 into their network of 
freeways and highways. A San Rafael-Rich- 
mond bridge is a-building at a cost of at 
least 
$62 .000,000.

second

bridge, cost $46,000,000, and a Benicia-Mar-

tinez bridge, cost $34,000,000, are in the 
works. 
On top of which it is proposed to spend 
$327,000,000 for an Army street crossing 
which would raise and perpetuate tolls oh 
transbay motoring and contribute little to 
the relief of the traffic jams now strangulat­ 
ing Son Francisco and the East Bay. 
Besides these considerable sums, com m uni­ 
ties are spending themselves silly in an 
attem pt to provide parking ' space for the 
cars that flood in from the jammed high­ 
ways. In its reliance upon the automobile 
alone for transportation, the region is reach­ 
ing the point where, as has been said, a 
county tike Marin will have to pave itself 
across its entire width in some areas to 
accommodate its m otor traffic. 
Alongside the cost of supporting such 
transportation, the cost of a rapid transit 
system loses all terror. The first stage, pro­

Goodwin J. Knight already is be­ 
ing bombarded writh a number 
of requests to open up the March 
budget session of the Legislature 
to a 
number of controversial 
items. 
T he variety of the requests In­ 
dicates once again th a t fast-grow­ 
ing California is getting to the 
point where one general session 
of the 
Legislature 
every 
two 
years Is insufficient to provide 
for th e orderly conduct of the 
state’s business. • 
T he way it operates now, the 
Legislature 
meets 
every 
odd- 
num bered year in a full-dress 
120-day session in 
which 
any 
topic may be considered. 


BUT IN even-numbered years, 
the Legislature meets only for 
30 days and under the constitu­ 
tion may consider only the bud­ 
get and related fiscal m atters. 
T h at's wrhere 
the 
governor 
comes In.. He has the power to 
issue special session proclama­ 
tions, which opens up a budget 
session to other lssu.es. 
K night says he 
believes 
in 
sticking to the spirit of the con­ 
stitution and restricting the bud­ 
get sessions as much as he pos­ 
sibly can to consideration of fis­ 
cal m atters. 
B ut it is obvious th at the pres­ 
sure is too great on the chief 
executive with the result th at 
budget sessions in recent years 
have contained 
several 
addi­ 
tional topics which m ust be set­ 
tled in one short month. 


IN 1954, THE FIR ST budget 
session during K night’s incum­ 
bency, 38 items were included in 
three special session 
calls 
is­ 
sued by the governor. One of 
them , 
reorganization 
of 
the 
liquor control setup, was of ma­ 
jor importance. 
K night's calls in 195-4 also In­ 
cluded increasing unemployment 
insurance benefits, a new bond 
issue to- finance public school, 
construction and proposals to in­

for 
narcotics 
violations-. 
Some of the items in the spe­ 
cial call sounded trivial, such as 
a call “to consider and act upon 
legislation relative to the con­ 
struction of awnings, cabanas, 
windbreaks and buildings as at­ 
tachm ents to, or w ithin six feet 
of, trailer coaches.” 
B ut many were of m ajor im­ 
portance and 
probably 
would 
have been more thoroughly con­ 
sidered had they been brought 


up in a 120-day session instead 
of a short 30-day meeting. 


ONE REQUEST already mad* 
to the governor for a special ses­ 
sion in M arch involves the Long 
Beach tideiands oil controversy.

KNIGHT SAYS he is “disin­ 
clined” a t the present tim e to 
accede to the Navy’s request be­ 
cause “I would be completely de­ 
fenseless to a charge of opening 
up the budget session to general 
legislation.”

Dr. Carolyn B. Al­ 
brecht, Marin health officer, re­ 
ported today. 
Total number of polio vaccina­ 
tions given at the health depart­ 
ment from 2 to 4 p.m. last Thurs­ 
day was 121. One penicillin-sen­ 
sitive child was sent, with vaccine 
to his private physician, lilis 
brings to 224 the number of chil­ 
dren through 14 and pregnant 
women vaccinated in M arin under 
the federal program since it was 
'Initiated Dec. 22:. 
Last week 's turnout of vaccine- 
eligible persons was double what 
it had been the week before. 
Therefore beginning 
tomorrow 
vaccination, clinic hours will be 
9 to 11 a m. and 2 to 4 p.m. Clinics 
are held weekly on Thursdays at 
the Health Department Building, 
920 Grand avenue, San Rafael. 
Dr. Albrecht said she was pleased 
to see such in increased demand 
for the vaccine now. This will 
mean .more children .and expectant 
mothers will have a chance to get 
two shots completed well, in ad­ 
vance of the onset of the polio 
season.

Red food coloring 
3 tablespoons butter 
2 cups (1 recipe) rich 
shortcake biscuit dough

Cinnam on-sugar 
2 tablespoons butter 


Combine sugar, cinnam on and 
w ater in saucepan and bring to a 
boil. Stir until candies are dis­ 
solved. Add enough red food col­ 
oring to make a bright red then 
‘stir in butter. Set aside. 


Roll dough until quite thin and 
cut into 6-inch squares. Peel and 
core apples then place 1 on each 
square. Sprinkle w ith cinnam on- 
sugar and dot w ith butter.

If you feel Lasagne — famous 
Italian dish—is worth working for, 
you can prepare it at home. There 
is no trick to it, but thus combina­ 
tion of pasta, meat, cheese and 
tomato 6auce needs time and at­ 
tention. 
We served this Lasagne with a 
salad of water cress and cucumber 
and had fruit and cookies for des­ 
ert.- The menu made a pleasant 
Sunday night supper. My sister 
and I started making the Lasagne 
at four o’clock Sunday afternoon, 
each doing part of the prepara­ 
tion; it was ready at seven. But 
while the sauce was simmering 
we both watched a couple of tele­ 
vision programs, so, all in all, 
it wasn’t too bad! 
If you can get the Italian in­ 
gredients called for in our Lasag­ 
ne recipe, use them. If not, make 
the following substitutions:

noodles. For Itaiian-style peeled 
tomatoes, use canned whole to­ 
matoes and simmer long enough 
to bring the sauce to good consist­ 
ency. For ricotta, use cream-style 
(small curd) cottage cheese. For 
Italian sweet sausage, use regular 
pork sausage. The tomato paste 
and sauce are, of course, available 
everywhere. 
Mozzarella 
cheese, 
once hard to come by, can now 
usually be found in grocery stores 
in vacuum-sealed plastic bags.

Thaw Frozen Meat 


Before Cooking? 


Many homemakers ask the ques­ 
tion, 
“Should 
frozen 
meat 
be 
thawed before cooking or will it 
cook 
as successfully if started 
hard-frozen?” 
The experts say that conveni­ 
ence may decide whether to thaw 
before cooking. If the meat is in 
a locker, it may be most conveni­ 
ent to take out a roast for Sun­ 
day when you are shopping on 
Friday or Saturday. If kept in the 
refrigerator, it will thaw out grad­ 
ually and be ready for cooking on 
Sunday. In contrast, if the meat 
is in a home-freezer and you 
have 
unexpected 
guests 
or 
a 
hurry-up meal, you may want to 
put the frozen meat on to cook. 
Frozen meat takes longer to cook 
than thawed meat; roasts take 
twice as long to cook rare, three 
times as long to cook well-done 
as fresh or thawed roasts. 
Meat should be used soon after 
thawing to avoid excessive juice 
loss. Meats, especially large pieces, 
cook more evenly if thawed in 
advance. 
No taste difference, no differ­ 
ence 
in 
palatability, 
nutritive 
value, evaporation or ^total drip” 
has been found, whether meat is 
thawed during cooking, at room 
temperature or in the refrigerator.

Positively do not de­ 
frost. Again we were reminded of

A good cook we know steams 
the sliced apples over low heat 
until they soften 
but

not 
cooked through. Then

ranges them in her bottom crust, 
adds a laticed pastry topping and 
puts the pie into a hot oven. 


And here’s a spanking-new idea. 
Roll poppy seeds into part of your 
pastry, grated cheddar cheese into 
another part. Weave strips of the 
two varieties of dough into a lat­ 
tice top crust. The bottom crust 
of the pie uses plain pastry. Here’s 
the recipe.

Grapefruit broiled with, a bit of 
brown sugar and butter, followed 
by a ham or cheese omelet, toast­ 
ed raisin or other variety bread 
and hot chocolate makes a break­ 
fast to remember. 
Apples, sliced in wedges and 
sprinkled with a cinnamon and 
sugar mixtura .is a favorite finger 
food for the small fry.

But Is Considered Worth. It 


Clam Dip Parmesan Is Voted 
'Most Likely To Succeed'

If you feel Lasagne — famous 
Italian dish—is worth working for, 
you can prepare It at home. There 
is no trick to it, but this combina­ 
tion of pasta, meat, cheese and 
tomato sauce needs time and at­ 
tention. 
£*#* 
We served this Lasagne with a 
salad of water cress and cucumber 
and had fruit and cookies for des­ 
ert.- The menu made a pleasant 
Sunday night supper. My sister 
and I started making the Lasagne 
at four o'clock Sunday afternoon, 
each doing part of the prepara­ 
tion; it was ready at seven. But 
while the sauce was simmering 
we both watched a couple of tele­ 
vision programs, so, all in all, 
it wasn’t too bad! 
If you can get the Italian in­ 
gredients called for in our Lasag­ 
ne recipe, use them. If not, make 
the following substitutions: 
Por the broad flat Lasagne 
noodles, usa regular wide egg 
noodles. For Italian-style peeled 
tomatoes, use canned whole to­ 
matoes and simmer long enough 
' to bring the sauce to good consist­ 
ency. For rlcotta, use cream-style 
(small curd) cottage cheese. For 
Italian sweet sausage, use regular 
pork sausage. The tomato paste 
and sauce are, of course, available 
everywhere. 
Mozzarella cheese, 
once hard to come by, can now 
usually be found in grocery stores 
In vacuum-sealed plastic bags. 
LASAGNE 
Ingredients; 1 egg, 2 slices white 
bread, hi cup grated Parmesan or 
Romano cheese, 2 tablespoons 
minced parsley, hi pound ground 
chuck beef, 2 tablespoons olive oil, 
'pound. Italian sweet sausage, 
% cup finely diced, onion, 1 can 
(6 ounces) tomato paste, 1 can (8 
ounces) tomato sauce, 1 can 
(about 2 pounds) Italian-style 
peeled tomatoes. 1H teaspoons 
salt, hi- teaspoon pepper, I tea­ 
spoon sugar, basil, >regano, 8 
ounces Lasagne noodles, 3 quarts 
water, 1 tablespoon salt, % pound 
Mozzarella cheese (diced), 1 pound 
ricotta cheese. 
Method: To shape meatballs 
beat 1 egg In a medium-sized mix­ 
ing bowl; crumble 2 slices bread 
and mix with egg. Add % cup 
grated Parmesan or Romano 
cheese, 2 tablespoons minced par­ 
sley., and hi pound ground beef. 
Mix well and shape by teaspoons- 
ful into small balls. 
To make tomato-meat sauce, 
heat 2 tablespoons olive oil in 
deep 12-lnch skillet or In s Dutch 
oven. Add hi pound uncut Italian 
sweet sausage, hi cup chopped 
onion and the meatballs. Lightly 
brown the sausage, onion and 
meatballs. Add 1 can (6 ounces) 
tomato paste, 1 can (8 ounces) to­ 
mato sauce, 1 large can (about 2 
pounds) Italian-style peeled to­ 
matoes, 1% teaspoons, salt, U. tea­ 
spoon pepper, I. teaspoon sugar. 
Stir to combine and add. basil and. 
oregano to taste. Bring to boil, 
then simm<y at last lhi hours— 
longer if possible—stirring occa­ 
sionally.

Dry onions are a real bargain. 
Try them combined with cheese in 
this popular pizza. Melt 3 table­ 
spoons butter over moderate heat.

Cook,, covered, until onions are 
barely tender, about 15 minutes, 
stirring occasionally.. Add 2 tea­ 
spoons kite,hen bouquet, hi tea­ 
spoon salt and. % teaspoon thyme. 
Mix well. Cut 2 tablespoons fat in­ 
to 1 cup biscuit mix until mixture 
resembles coarse meal. Add about 
14 cup milk to moisten the dough. 
Roll out on lightly floured board 
form a 9-inch circle.

Serve Swiss Cheese 


At Room Warmth 
Swiss cheese when eaten "as is” 
tastes best when almost at room 
temperature. Its flavor Is then 
cleanest and Its texture at its soft­ 
est. Therefore, remove the cheese 
from the refrigerator some time 
before the meal, but do not un­ 
wrap until shortly before you start 
eating. You, may get more enjoy­ 
ment from thick, chunky slices 
than from, thin ones. 
Swiss cheese keeps best in. the 
piece. Wrap it in waxed paper, 
then roll tightly in kitchen towel. 
Tightness makes the paper seal 
the cheese surfaces and helps pre­ 
vent dehydration and mold. Keep 
refrigerated, away from odorous 
food. 
In grated or shredded form, 
Swiss cheese gives zest to soup, 
gravy, sauce., salad dressing, au 
grattn and macaroni dishes. Mixed 
with butter, it is a perfect base for 
canape mixtures. A half cup 
grated Swiss added to' 1 cup white 
sauce is wonderful over vegeta­ 
bles. 


Thaw Frozen Meat 


Before Cooking? 
Many homemakers ask the ques­ 
tion, "Should frozen meat be 
thawed before cooking or will It 
cook as successfully if started 
hard-frozen?” 
The experts say that conveni­ 
ence may decide whether to thaw 
before cooking. If the meat is in 
a locker, It may be most conveni­ 
ent to take out a roast for Sun­ 
day when you are shopping on 
Friday or Saturday. If kept in the 
refrigerator, it will thaw out grad­ 
ually and be ready for cooking on 
Sunday. In contrast, if the meat 
is in a home-freezer and you 
have unexpected guests or a 
hurry-up meal, you may want to 
put the frozen meat on to cook. 
Frozen meat takes longer to cook 
than ‘ thawed meat; roasts take 
twice as long to cook rare, three 
times as long to' cook well-done 
as fresh or thawed, roasts. 
Meat should be used .soon after 
thawing to avoid excessive Juice 
loss. Meats, especially large pieces, 
cook more evenly if thawed in 
advance. 
No taste difference, no differ­ 
ence in palatability, nutritive 
value, evaporation or "total drip” 
has been found, whether meat is 
thawed during cooking, at room 
temperature or in the refrigerator.

Even the adherents of plain cook­ 
ing seem to like to' give this fa­ 
vorite dessert a special touch.

'Some cooks always use a little 
lemon or orange rind, or both; 
others insist on spices—cinnamon, 
nutmeg, mace. Honey sweetens 
some apple pies, raisins go into 
others. 
How to make that top crust 
look pretty? Brush it with milk 
and sprinkle with sugar. Egg yolk 
'beaten with a little cream gives a 
heavy shiny glaze... 
Want to hasten, the baking 
time? A good cook we know steams 
the sliced apples over low heat 
until they soften but are not 
cooked through. Then she ar­ 
ranges them in her bottom crust, 
adds a lsticed pastry topping and 
puts the pie into a hot oven.

Program. For Mentally Retarded 
Described At Hill PTA Meeting 


Paul Thormahlen, principal of 
the elementary school at Sonoma 
State Hospital (for the mentally 
handicapped* at Eldreidge, which 
is operated by the State Depart­ 
ment of Hygiene $nd the state De­ 
partment of Education, spoke on 
mental health at the first after­ 
noon meeting 
of 
Novato's Hill 
School Parent Teacher Association 
on Thursday. 
A large group of parents and 
teachers heard Thormahlen’s talk. 
He described how the problem of 
mental health was faced in ear­ 
lier years, how the problem is 
approached today and what the 
plans are for the future. He said 
that since 1947 the attitude aad 
methods of coping with the men­ 
tally 
retarded 
have 
drastically 
changed, and that hospitals were 
formely isolated in order to hide 
the patients. The trend today is to 
keep the children at home, if pos­ 
sible, and rehabilitate 
them 
to 
their full capacity. "There is only a 
small portion which cannot be re­ 
habilitated,” Thormahlen stated. 
Sonoma hospital has 3,200 pa­ 
tients ranging in age from one 
year to 80. The hospital has 25 
staff members and two interns or 
student teachers who do student 
training. 
Interns are connected 
with the State Department of 
Mental Hygiene and not with the 
department of education. Conse­ 
quently, they have few restrictions

noon, meeting 
of 
Novato’s Hill 
School. Parent Teacher Association 
OH Thursday. 
A large group of 'parents, and 
teachers heard Thormahlen’s talk. 
He described how the problem of 
mental health was faced in ear­ 
lier years, how the problem is 
approached today and what the 
plans are for the future. He said 
that since 1947 the attitude aad 
methods of coping with the men­ 
tally 
retarded 
have 
drastically 
changed, and that hospitals were 
formely isolated in order to hide 
the patients, The trend today is. to 
keep the children, at home. If pos­ 
sible, and rehabilítete 
them 
to 
their full capacity. "There is only a 
small, portion, which cannot be re­ 
habilitated," 'Thormahlen stated.. 
Sonoma hospital has 3,200 pa­ 
tients ranging in age from one 
year to SO. The hospital has 25 
staff members and two Interns or 
student teachers who do student 
training. 
Interns are connected 
with the State Department of 
Mental Hygiene and not with the 
department of education. Conse­ 
quently, they have few restrictions 


placed on them, and no academic 
standards to adhere to or impose 
upon the patients. 'Their Job is to 
try to develop to the fullest the ca­ 
pabilities the patients have. 


SCHOOL PROGRAM 
At the present time 90 palíente 
are in the hospital's school, attend­ 
ing half day with vocational, work, 
and training in. the afternoon. 
They want to' 'be like everyone 
else, so ths vocational training, 
.schooling and rehabilitation pro­ 
grams at the hospital and at home 
aid the patient to, 'this end,’’ the 
speaker explained... “The hospital 
is dependent on the pa.tlen.te, to 
keep it on a self-suporting baste,”

M arin cities face the perennial

Gonnason Tuesday night pre­ 
sented cost estim ates for financing 
streets, drainage, sewer, w ater and 
fire protection improvements in 
the Coleir.an-Prospect drives area.

He said cost of financing these 
typical improvements — widening 
the streets, installing curbs, gutters 
and fire hydrants, applying proper 
road surfacing and the like—could 
be extended to other areas facing 
the same problems.

YUBA CITY (/P) — When John 
Mahoney opened his overhead ga­ 
rage door after returning to his 
flood-swept home and an onion 
fell on him from somewhere above, 
he knew about how deep the water 
had been Inside. 
“T hat told me the story because 
'the onions were on the floor' when 
we left,” he said. 


The water was eight feet deep 
Inside, a little black line about six. 
Inches from the ceiling told him. 
The home is now Just a shell. 
The 50-year-old Yuba College in­ 
structor doesn’t expect to have his 
wife and daughters Kathleen, 10, 
and Maureen, 7, living In it until 
summer. 
LEFT CHRISTMAS MORNING 
He evacuated them Christmas 
morning about 1:30 a.m. at about 
the time the Feather River broke 
the levee a t Shanghai Bend Just 
south of the city. 


About all the Mahoneys took 
with them were blankets. 


Mahoney didn’t return here un­ 
til six days later. It wasn’t until 
Jan. 10 th a t he had his house 
cleared of a foot of silt and 
wrecked furniture and got the gas 
heaters to working. 


Most of the knotty pine paneling 
has been ripped from the walls 
of the main rooms of the stucco 
home, leaving the studs exposed. 
The wall-to-wall carpeting, put 
down two years ago at a cost of 
$1,800, has been sent to Oakland 
for cleaning to see if It can be 
saved. 


BROKEN WINDOWS 
The glass is out of several win­ 
dows, which Mahoney broke to air 
out the house he thinks he could 
have sold for about $15,TOO1 before 
the water came. 
The bricks which faced the front 
of the fireplace are to a muddy 
pile on the hearth. 
The gas range, electric refrig­ 
erator and automatic washer are 
parked in the garage where the 
onion fell. Mahoney expects they’re 
not worth much, 
Their spinet piano, bought 18 
months ago for $1,000, Is In a 
friend’s chicken house. 
"They say it’s worthless.,” Ma­ 
honey said. He found it on its 
face, eight feet from where it has 
been against a wall, the family 
Christmas presents atop it. 
BOOKS RUINED 
A complete wall of books was 
ruined, along with class records of 
200 students, to their subdued de­ 
light. 
No trace has been found of the 
family’s car or the pet rabbit. 
Maureen had asked her daddy to 
"be sure to bury the bunny.” 
Mahoney discovered Uncle Sam, 
a turtle with the stars and stripes 
painted on its back, right where 
it has been left, happy with all the 
water and mud.

Al­ 
brecht said. If any food estab­
